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YESTERDAY’S FLAMES. 
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A Libel Sult About a Cenflagration—A Ceurt House 
Burned Down. 

New York, December 7.—The trial of a li- 
bel suit brought by James Prancis Malloy,a cit- 
zen of Edgefield,South Corolina,against James 
Gordon Bennett, was began to day in the 
United States circuit court, for the recovery 
of $30,000 damages. The libel complained of 
is the publication of an article in the Herald 
recording the destruction of a large portion 
of the town of Edgefield, South Carolina, by 
a fire on the 30th of October, 1881, and — 
that Malloy, who was a property owner ant 
insured, and whose store was burned, was 
suspected of being the incendiary. A mo- 
tion to dismiss the case on the part of the de- 
fendants was denied, and the trial is stlli 
going on.

They then 
rted fora range of hillsa few miles from 
ppersmith station, leaving the squaw 
ked and bare foot. Uponarrivingat achos- 
spot they built a circle of fires, which ligh- 
up aspace of ground about one hundred 
tin diameter, In the centre of this wasa 
ump eight or ten inches bigh, to which the 
mbling squaw was securely bound by one 
bot with a raw-bide strap. She sull held her 
ld, a bright littl pappoose about two 
ears old. When she had been secured each 
buck sought fora certain number of stones 
bout the size of a man’s fist and laid them in 
pile within the circle of fires; When all 
as ready for the sacritice the Indians joined 
hands aud began a wonotonous chant, which 
lasted fora few minutes, when one of them 
stepped within the ring and began to haran- 
gue them. As he continued to speak the 
poor, agonized squaw gave ventto piercing 
phrieks, crouching upon the ground and pres- 
sing her babe to her breast. This lasted for 

some mormanhts. 

Then. ai asignal, there was silence, except 
he wa ls of the intended victim. Suddenly 
the speaker sprang toward her and grasped 
he child She siruy, led frantically but una- 
tilingly to retain it and was compelled by 
orce to let it go.

EDUCATIONAL UNITY. 
A very interesting paper was laid before the 
national council of education on the impor- 
ance of harmonizing the elementary, sec- 
dary and collegiate systems of education. 
> three systems are found in all civilized 
ntries, and they include all classes of in- 
utions in which the educational work is 
4 forward. The three systems are not 
pr competitive, but successive. They 
her public or private. The ele- 
2001 may be public or private, and 
good share of the secondary 
is Of academies controlled by 
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individuals. Only in the larger towns do we 
find high schools. But public or private 
the youth everywhere who is to enjoy the 
best educational advantages begins with the 
elementary schooland ends with the college. 
The three stagesoccupy the child from exact- 
ly the age of six to twenty ;they have in view 
the same end, namely, to transform the 
child into the cultivated man or woman. 
The report before us proceeds to show be- 
yond al] possibility of dispute that there 
should be harmony in the working of the 
three several parts. It goes without saying 
that there should be harmony in a course 
that is virtually one. Every partot the work 
is a work of cooperation. Noone man takes 
the boy or girl through all the stages. Each 


' teacher in each system has a part assigned to 


him. He is to take the pupil over a portion 
of the course to advance him from one given 
point to another. His work is well done 
when the pupil passes from him thoroughly 
prepared for the subsequent stage. The best 
education is secured when the work of one 
system or stage thus fits into the work of that 
which follows it.

REPORT OF THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 

The abstracts of the report of the tariil 
commission, which have been printed, show 
that the criticisms of the press of the coun- 
try and the result of the recent election have 
forced that body to recognize the overwhelm- 
ing public se1itiment in favor of a just and 
reasonable revision of the tariff. Thisis the 
true explanation of the conservative character 
of the report, for nothing is more notorious 
than the fact that the commission was mad 
up with a view to protecting the interests of 
the monopolies that have been built up by 
means of oppressive customs taxes on the 
people. 

The reportsays that, while the commission 
has given weight and consideration to the 
interests to be affected by revision, it has 
been governed in its actions solely by its own 
views of justice, expediency and a regard for 
the interest of consumers and the public sen- 
timent of the country. The report is very 
long but interesting. It comprises a 
general review of the commission and 
its work. The reasons for the changes made 
in the several schedules are given in detail, 
and the schedules themselves are submitted 
in full, together with the revisions of the sev- 
erai sections of the customs laws, a bill for es- 
tablishing a custonis court, and an appendix 
containing a great array of statistics bearing 
upon and connected with our tariff system. 

The report points out that excessive duties 
in general, or exceptionally high in particu- 
lar cases, discredit ‘‘our whole national 
economic system.’’ The commission is too 
cautious to say that they show the lack of any 
“economic system,’’ but the public needs 
no enlightenment on that score. The report 
goes on to say that it would seem that the 
rates of duties under the existing tariff, fixed, 
for the most part, during the war, under the 
evident necessity, at that time, of stimulating 
to its utmost extent all domestic productions, 
might be adapted, through reduction, to 
the present condition of peace, requiring no 


e 


such extraordinary stimulus; and it is 


also hinted that the improvements in ma- 
chinery and processes made during the past 
twenty years, and the high scale of produc- 
tiveness which has become a characteristic of 
their establishments, would permit our man- 
ufacturers to compete with their foreign ri- 
vals under a substantial reduction of existing 
duties. 

As may be judged, therefore, the feature of 
the report is a substantial reduction of ex- 
cessive duties. This reduction approximates 
twenty percent, and it will reach, in the 
opinion of the commission, twenty-five per 
cent. In many cases reductions have been 
made from furty to fifty per cent, in others 
no reduction bas been attempted. The report 
says it bas been the effort of the commission 
to make the reductioa apply to commodities 
of necessary general consumption, and to dl- 
minish or withbold the reduction upon com- 
modities of high cost, requiring more labor, 
and which, being consumed principally by 
the more wealthy classes, could bear higher 
duties; at the same time supplying revenue 
and encouraging the higher arts, without be- 
ing oppressive in the operation. 

Among the administrative measures rec- 
ommended by the commission are the sub- 
stitution of a single entry fee at the custom 
house for the present numerous and annoy- 
ing small fees; giving authority for certain 
procedures now adopted without the sanction 
of law; giving facilities for the importation of 
personal effects of immigrants; giving author- 
ity that weights and measures in invoices 
shall be those of general use in the country 
of exportation; requiring that invoices of 
merchandise subject to ad valorem duty be 
madeout in the currency actually paid there- 
for. as- well as that of the place from which 
such importation is made; limiting the re- 
quirements of triplicate invoices to articles 
only subject to ad valorem duties; making it 

that certifying to an 
the officer — shall 
re quire an oath, or 
declaration that the 
providing more equitable, rigid and efficient 
penalties for under-valuations; providing for 
an appraisement, separate and distinct, in all 
cases; permitting the examination of bulky 
goods for appraisement at other places than 
the public stores; and other changes more 
particularly referred to in another part of the 
report. Perbaps the mest radical change 
recommended is the repeal of the sections

Schedule A deals with drugs and cheni- 
cals, which have been taken out of ‘‘sun- 
dries’’ and re-classified. In addition to those 
articles which are unquestionably chernicals, 
it was found necessary to include, in order to 
make a more harmonious schedule, such 
crude vegetable substances amd minerals as 
are largely used in chemicals. Also in some 
cases it was thought advisable to place on the 
chemical schedule metals almost entirely 
used in this branch of industry. This sched- 
ule has been classified under the three heads 
of animal, vegetable and mineral. The aim 
has been, throughout, to place all the raw 
material used in this industry on the free 
list, andonly to make it dutiable when ad- 
vanced in value by grinding, refining or other 
process of manufacture in which labor be- 
comes an element for consideration. Quinine 
rernains on the list. The free list has 
been very largely increased by the sweeping 
introduced in regard to chemicals, 


free 


clauses 
and while a less number of articles are enu- 
merated, the list, in reality, is very much 
larger, practically making all crude drugs, 
indeed all not edible and in a 
crude condition, free. 

No radical change in the existing duty on 
iron ore is proposed. The commission recom- 
n.ends a specific rate of fifty cents per ton, in- 
stead of the present twenty per centum ad 
valorem. The commission recommends that 
pig iron and all kinds of scrap iron be classi- 
fied at the same rate of duty, viz, three-tenths 
ofone cent per pound. It is believed by the 
commission that a further reduction of the 
duty on pig iron than that recommended 
would result disastrously to that important 
industry. With respect to steel rails the 
commission recommends a duty of eight- 
tenths of acent per pound, which is about 
$18 a ton, a reduction of $10 a ton. 

For the purpose of simplification and to 
avoid the many.complications that arise from 
the difficulty in designating the exact differ- 
ences between iron and steel, the commis- 
sion has placed iron and common steel as far 
as possible at the same rates. It is a very 
difficult matter, in articles of hardware or in 
fine sheet iron, to distinguish, except by 
analysis, between iron and common steel. 
The commoner grades of steel are gradually 
becoming cheaper, and there is reason to be- 
lieve that in the near future the value of 
, Bessemer steel and that of iron will be identi- 
cal. If it were not for this fact, apparently 
greater reductions could have been made 
upon iron; but in that view, and considering 
the differences in value of the two metals to- 
day, it was not thought advisable to bring 
the steel down to the lower level.

The new schedule on cotton will operate 
to simplify the present tariff: first, by the ab- 
olition of all compound duties; secondly, by 
the abolition of all contradictory sections 
and ambiguous expressions, such as those 
alluded to, and the substitution of six divis- 
ions—two each for unbleached, bleached and 
printed cottons. It has been necessary in or- 
der to make an adequate specific duty on tbe 
higher priced cloths, to make a distinction in 
the unbleached goods at above eight cents 
per square yard, in the bleached goods val- 
ued at above ten cents per square yard, and 
in the printed goods valued at above fifieen 
cents per square yard, and on these goods an 
ad valorem duty of forty per cent is recom- 
mended. 

Instead of four divisions in the sections re- 
lating to cotton thread, yarn warps or warp 
yarns, the commission proposes seven divis 
ions: below twenty-five cents a pound, 
above twenty-five and not exceeding forty, 
above forty and not exceeding fifty, above 
fifty and not exceeding sixty, above sixty 
and not exceeding seventy, above seventy 
and not exceeding eighty, and finally all 
cotton yarns valued at over 80 cents a pound. 
There bas been a general reduction of 25 to 
3U per cent on this schedule, with the excep- 
tion of some of the finergrades of yarn, which 
have only been slightly reduced.

hat ladder seems fearfully small and unable 
osupport the weightof or give fvothold to 
everal men whoare upoa it. They lean for- 
ward at tinves until only their feet and one 
nxnund are on the ladder as they run their 
brushes over that part of the dome within 
reach. They seem suspended in mid-air, and 
you tremble lest the next blast of the autumn 
winds, which, you know, blows fearfully 
hara up at that dizzy elevation, should loosen 
their frail hold and dash them, sbapeless 
masses, against the cold, cruel stones of the 
mavement, two bundred feet below.

Imme diately gfter the property had been knocked 
off to Mr. Coffin, an attorney representing Mr. Free- 
ma’ Clark, of Boston, gave notice that his client 
would oppose the conufi:mation of the sale beceuse 
of the fact that he Was aA heavy 
bondholder and had not been madea party to the 
suit. This statement did not destroy Mr. Coflin’s 
equinamity and in a few seconds he sought to 
Mieke goot his title to his new purchase by paying 
the $20,000, the amount of cash required, into 
the hands of the court 

Mr Clark and others, who were in the saine boat, 
made good their threat and the mill went further 
int;> the vour., but by orderof the court work was 
not suspende!, Afterpassing thiough many legal 
chan eis, the property Was decreed for sale egain, 
and yesterday was the day appointed for the carry 
ing outef the decree of the court.
